England. 

LONDON, February 15.—It is rumored in 
Cork thatthe Fenians in America and the 
United Kingdom are aiding the Boers with 
men and money. It is said 500 American ad- 
venturers have gone to the seat of war. Large 
bodies of Boers are reported moving south of 
New Castle, apparently to attack the rein- 
forcements. 

One hundred seamen were ordered to the 
Transvaal from Sheerness, to form the naval 
brigade. 

THE LAND LEAGUE’S PROGRAMME, 

LONDON, February 15.—The Times this 
morning says: Ata meeting of the executive 
officers of the Land League in Paris, on Sun- 
day last, Parnell stated that the funding of 
£70,000 of the League’s money had finally been 
arranged. He said a manifesto would. be 
issued explaining everything that had been 
done in regard to the funds tothe branches of 
the League, which will be published soon after 


his return to Ireland. It was also intended, 
he said, that, immediately after the passage of 
the coercion bill, the Irish members of Pariia- 
ment should hold a conference in Dublin. 
They would then place themselves at the head 
of the people, thus meeting the blow the Gov- 
ernment is aiming at the organization 
THE COERCION BILL. 

LONDON, February 15.—The bill for the 
protection of person and property in Ireland 
continues to make very slow progress in com- 
mittee in the House of Commons, but so far 
nearly all the amendments tending to a limit- 
ed scope have been rejected by an overwhelin- 
ing majority. This was the case last night 
with the amendment to strike out the words 
‘-wherever committed,“ the promoteis of 
which pointed out that, as the bill at present 


stands,a man will be liable to arrest on 
the suspicion of having committed or 


incited to an offense even in England or the 
United States and with an amendment pro— 
viding a person to be arrested must be in Ire- 
land of his own free willand not have been 
brought there on some other charge. 

Forster, Chief Secretary for Ireland, during 
the debate made the definite statement that 
the mere advice to tenants not to pay the rent 
or pay only the Griffiths valuation, would 
not be deemed ground for ur- 
rest, but incitements to acts of violence 
or intimidation would be so regarded. There 
still remains to be considered about eighty 
amendments on the notice paper. The Irish 
members are steadily obstructing the progress 
of the billin committee. 

The Times on the subject coneludes as fol- 
lows: The despatch of measures in urgency 
isnot to be easily distinguished from the 
the leisurely movement of ordinary bills in 
committee.

PaRIs, February 15.—The second portion of 
Pouyer Quartier’s report on custom's tariffs 
has just been laid before the Senate committee 
on agriculture. It is entitled ‘‘Ameriean in- 
dustry,” and states thatin America the num- 
ber of acres cleared within the last three years 
is equal to half the arable land in France. 
During the last thirty years the total value of 
the agricultural products of the United States 
has increased 6,000,000,000 francs. What, 
however, constitutes the greatest danger is 
the cost of production. The Republique

CHEAP AND GOOD. 


An Eighteen-Cent Dinner Served ata 
Philadelphia Cooking-School. 
From the Philadelphia Times. 


Among the many good works that have re- 
ceived theirimpetus from the ladies of the 
“New Century,“ none appeals more strongly 
to public sympathy than the New Century 
Cooking School, whose course and methods of 
justruction have before now been describedin 
the Times. This excellent school is doing a 
real missionary work in giving the young wo- 
men of Philadelphia opportunities to learn the 
art and handicraft of cookery. As the cireu- 
lar of the school puts it: We have succeeded 
in making the subject of cooking attractive to 
cultivated women by showing itto be a fine 
art, and we shall persevere until we 
also prove that it can be made profitable 
asa trade. There is avery false idea pre- 
valent among those who most need instruction 
in this matter that ‘‘professional cooking“ is 
a costly luxury, whereas the ad- 
vantage of a thorough knowledge in 
this art, trade or profession, as in any other, is 
not alone in producing good results, but in 
producing them by the simplest means. Good 
cooking, in other words, means economical 
cooking. ‘ihe ignorant cook is the wasteful 
cook, but in the hands of one who under- 
stands her business the simplest food is made 
attractive, and an ordinary domestic dinner 
assumes the quality of a banquet. It was to 
ilPustrate how knowledge, good taste and 
economy go hand in hand, as well as to draw 
attention to the success of their useful un- 
dertaking in the cause of household -reform, 
that the ladies of the New Century Cooking 
School invited a dozen or more gentlemen to 
meet them vesterday at the pleasant rooms of 
the New Century, on Girard street, and par- 
take of an “eighteen cent dinner.“ 

Any ideas of homely fare that may have 
been suggested by the terms of the invitation 
were dissipated by the appearance of the long 
table, decorated with flowers and candelabra, 
with spotless linen and glittering glass. 
These essentials, it may be proper to Say, 
were not included in the computation of the 
cost of the dinner, nor was the faultless ser- 
vice rendered by the pupils of the school, in 
white aprons and becoming caps. The din- 
ner was served for twenty-five persons, with 
the following: 


MENU. 
Black Bean Soup. 
Cusk a la Creme. 

Roast Beef. Maccaroni. 
Stewed Celery. 

Mavonnaire aux Choux. Potato Salad. 
Snow Pudding. Coffee. 

It will be observed that this is a domestic 
dinner, such as may be served in every house- 
hold, its distinction being simply in the un- 
exceptionable cooking. The soup was a quite 
elaborate and highly seasoned puree; the fish 
Was not a cusk, buta haddock, another of the 
cod tribe, smothered in a rich sauce; the roast 
Was an excellent pin-bone which all true 
epicures appreciate; the pudding was one of 
those divine compounds in which young lady 
cooks delight. ‘The actual cost of this dinner, 
at the retail market prices, was thus stated on 
the back of the menu card:

As there was ample allowance tor twenty- 
five persons the cost of the dinner was thus 
just eighteen cents per capita. itis not pre- 
tended, of course, that the exact quantities 
used of cach item could be bought for just 
these sums, but the cost was carefully caleu- 
lated, and includes everything but the fuel 
and service and other fixed charges, The 
fallacy in the title of ‘tan eighteen-cent din- 
ner“ lies in the obvious fact that it would cost 
about as mucn to serve the same dinner for 
ten persons as for twenty-five, and it would 
then bave to be called “a forty-tive-cent din- 
ner.“ But in preparing the dinner on u 
smaller scale there are some items that might 
be omitted, and without dwelling too strongly 
on the exact figures, this bill of fare certainly 
demonstrates how a good dinner can be served 
for little money, if only the cook and the

We detest the ruby wine, and at home our 
principles forbidthat we should touch, much 
less taste that insiduous beverage; but here, 
why really, we suppose we must, but it is un- 
der protest we beg you to observe.“ 
Whereupon down goes a glass of claret, with 
a decided smack of the lips, and at the end of 
the dinner each individual teetotaler has dis- 
posed of his regulation pint bottle of the gleam- 
ing, red wine—under protest. Itis to be ob- 
served that itis more generally at the table 
d’hote dinners, Where the wine is furnished 
as a matter of course, that these friends 
of temperance find the water undrink- 
able, than is the case when they have 
to order and pay extra for it. Though even 
then it is cheaper to buythan tea or coffee— 


the regular price all over the European conti- 
nent being u franc (twenty cents) alike for a 
pint bottle of rin ordinaire, (common red 
claret) and fora pot of tea or coffee, which 
only holds about a cup and a half of the bev- 
erage and was never known to be hot or 
strong. English breakfast tea isthe only kind 
known over there, too, and they who hate 
English breakfast tea hate it with a hatred 
not to be conquered or modificd. 

In our little party of tourists last summer, 
there was one ¢ecentric Vermonter who per- 
sisted throughout the route in abstaining 
fromthe tempting bottle, and regularly or- 
dered and drank bis tea, and between spells 
didn’t drink atall, I guess, for he seemed 
mightily afraid of the water. Then there was 
adearold Pennsylvania clergyman and his 
sweet little wife, who once or twice were 
known to venture upon tasting the unknown 
liquids, but this sufficed; either they didn’t 
like the taste or couldn't quiet their 
consciences, for the regular pots of coffee for 
him and tea for her (for they were like Jack 
Spratt and wife in this) were ordered at every 
dinner. For you must know that European 
hotel-keepers make a very good proportion of 
their income out of the drinks that are order- 
ed, and neither tea nor coffee are ever served 
by them except at breakfast. Generally. 
guests order a bettergrade of wine than the 
common country wine that is served with the 
dinner. But very choice wines only cost forty 
or fifty cents the pint. 

lor myself, I confess to have felt considera- 
bly delighted at the prospectof drinking all 
the wine [ should choose, upon arrival in those 
countries where the wafer was so bad and the 
wine so pure, and where everybody does it, 
and “it's quite the thing.“ I never had liked 
wine much at home, and had drauk it some- 
what less; but there, it was to be altogether a 
different thing, and the wine was to be, oh! 
just delicious '—‘‘nectur of the Gods’’—and 
all that sert of thing. 

But my dreams didn’t pan out well, as they 
say in the far West. The beerin Germany 
was good—thoroughly good. But on arrival 
in Venice, and trial of the wine—pah! it was 
sour, and I had to put sugar init; it was 
strong and I had to water it down; and then 
they laughed at me. Then I ordered fine 
white wine—cxpense Was no object at fifty 
cents the pint, but although the “bouquet” 
Was pronounced very rare by experts at my 
right and left, whose glasses I filled, I didn’t 
like the taste. But I stuck to it, did’nt drink 
a drop of the poisonous water in Venice, and 
ditto in Florence, being determined to keep 
my health. But in the last-named City of 
Fiowers—which flowers were hidden froin 
view by the blinding white dust; while we 
were there I got sick, and during one night of 
Wakelul misery, made tuneful by sOunds of 
soit Southern voices, anda cracked guitar, 
beneath my open window, I came to the con- 
clusion that it was the wine that 
made me so, Thereafter [ drank 
water throughout that delightful month of 
July that We spentin Italy, and wasn’t sick 
any more—Was never so well in ay life, in 
fact—though I put ice in my water whenever 
it was to be hud, even in FNaples,, where the 
only ice is balls of very dirty frozen snow 
from the mountains. After putting a chunk 
— or rather a loose spoonful—of this cooler 
into your glass, where in it immediately meit- 
ed, there’d be a good balf-inch of sticks, 
trau, sand and other unknown sediment in 
the bottom. 

It didn’t taste very good, itis true. but 
quite as good as the water we have to drink 
in Boston this winter, which is the subject 
With which 1 started, and Which I have 
roamed half over the world before reaching. 
The crystal nectar, the sparkling water, the 
silvery liquid, the boasted Cochituate, is a 
fraud and a snare, in which sport more peri- 
dinrum cinctum diffulgia globosa, and other 
creatures With horrible names, to the square 
inch than in any water that Europe 
can scare up.

Wavness about it, and having undertaken to 
show the world atlarge what horrible stuff 
the water for which Boston inhabitants pay 
tuxes, cun become, We carry it out bravely. 

Cochituate is a lake, a few miles out. One 
or two more streams feed it, which are in 
turn fed by the drains af one or more vil- 
lagesand towns. I don't know the particu- 
lars and don’t want to. Can't give you the 
statistics and am glad Lean’t. It’s bad enough 
in general. Well, Cochituate bas been frozen 
over, for Vennor only knows how many 
weeks, which has made the matter worse, 
they say, Who know. Nobody thinks of drink- 
ing the water here now, or for two months 
past, and all such miid alternatives as milk, 
cider, mineral Waters, etc., have been 
in the ereatest demand. Nearly 
every family in town has doubled its usual 
supply of milk, and the question is, how do 
the coWs Manage to double up correspond- 
ingly. 

The moral which I would draw is. why 
can’t folks be consistent?’ Either give up talk- 
ing about the necessity of drinking wine 
abroad because the water is so bad, or else 
adinit the necessity of drinking wine at home 
because the water isso bad. It’s reallv so 
had as to make anyone ill who tries to drink 
it. And as forthe wine being bad. too. it’s all 
nonsense. Inregardto its quality, [ mean. 
They doctor the red wines with cheap adul- 
terations in Italy as much as they do that sent 
here. I never tasted such bad wine here as I 
tasted in Italy,and I drank no better wine 
there than that which a certain friend of mine 
has on hertable here in Boston every day. 
For my own part I mucb prefer milk to either. 
Milk which is cold without being iced, is deli- 
cious. 

As for mineral waters, 


there's a horrible 


great white sign with big black letters, stuck 


over the door of a baker  protuber- 
ant shop just opposite our front 
windows, which has everlastingly prejudiced 
me. he S—— Medical Artesian Well 
Water,“ with alist of all the diseases that 
flesh is heir to announced as cured by it. A 
baker’s shop is a quasi necessity to the world 
—though this one has sour bread and can’t 
make decent cake—but such an eye-sore as 
that sign board, is u veritable nuisance. and 
makes one wish he were a Harvard student 
that he might safely pull it down nightly, or 
else that it were possible to gain an easement 
of prospect from ones front parlor windows, 
Which would give a suit for damages against 
yonder baker. Astonishing amounts of water 
are pumped up and sold too, hogsheads filled 
and carried off, and other wholesale proceed- 
ings, besides retail ones, with innumerable 
cans, pitchers and tin pails. It’s a fraud—of 
that we’re morally certain at our honse, al- 
though none of us are doctors or medical stu- 
dents; but we are fully convinced that that 
water is deleterious to the health, and if we 
could only lay special damages in the case, it 
might pay to sue the baker on that ground 
getting money under false pretences—instead 
of us a nuisance.

WANDERING IN THE WOODS. 


Sad Case of a Young Man Suddenly 
Stricken With Iusanity. 
Salem (Ind.) Special to Cincinagati Commercial. 


James Huffman, aged twenty-three, was a 
clerk in a hotel at Hardinsburg, in this (Wash- 
ington) county. He was of excellent charac- 
ter, and a general fayorite in the town. His 
health was not robust, nevertheless he seldom 
complained. On Thursday evening of last 
week, a very cold afternoon, dressed very 
lightly and wearing a pair of thin boots, he 
left the hofel, saying he would return in an 
hour. Hedid not return for supper, and 
his absence, so unusual, from that meal, 
excited remark. The evening wore on, 
and when, at 11 o’clock, he had not returned, 
the alarm of his friends became genuine, and 
a number of them started out in the 
town to search for him. But not a tlace of him 
could be found, though every house in the 
place was visited. Then a general alarm was 
sounded,and a great number of citizens start- 
ed out in all directions to hunt him, or, at 
least, get on his trail. The search was kept up 
till daylight, when others joined in it, and the 
woods and fields for several miles in all direc- 
tions were scoured. No one had seen hini, and 
after the hunt had been Kept up for four days 
it was concluded that some one had murdered 
Huffman and secreted his body, though no 
one had anyidea who could commit such a 
crime, as the young man had not an enemy in 
the county. During all thix time not the 
slightest trace of him had been discovered. 

The search was abandoned, and the people 
had settlea down to regard young Huffman’s 
disappearance as an insolvable mystery. On 
the fiith day, a farmer who resided about nine 
miles away, came tothe town and reported 
that on the previous night, while returning to 
his home from a neighbor’s, he came across 
Huffman in the woods, barely able to walk, 
but still hobbling slowly along. He took him 
to his house without resistance, as the young 
man was too weak from exhaustion, starva- 
tion and freezing to offer any opposition. He 
was utterly insane, though his insanity was 
of the nature of helpless, resistless childish- 
ness. Both his feet were terribly frozen, and 
his legs badly frost-bitten to the knees, so 
that amputation will be necessary to save his 
life, and this is hardly likely to do so. The 
most singular feature of the case is the fact 
that Huffman upto the moment of leaving 
the hotel had not bet. ayed the slightest symp- 
tomjof insanity, and the attack undoubtedly 
came on at the moment of his departure or 
immediately after leaving the house. There 
has never beena known ease of insanity in 
his family on either his father’s or his moth- 
er’s side. He will probably die. 


Congressman Bill Springer at Home.

Another fragrant hot-house 
growth, much admired,was very like the Ohio 
golden rod, and it lighted up dark corners 
With its vellow spikes almost like tiny taper- 
flames. Among the valunble things in bric-a- 
bracand art which Mr. Springer has collect- 
ed at home and abroad, ure two 
water-color pictures of Abelard and 
Heloise, painted by 4 celebrated 
French artist, rare illuminated parch-— 
ments, a picture of the Diet, with mantel 
and crown of solid silver and gold, brought 
from an old Russian church, and given Mrs, 
Springer by a Sister of Mrs. Sen- 
ator Pendleton: a picture of an old castle 
in Germany, whose ruins yet remain, and 
from which in the eleventh century, the 
Duke of Thuringia, .« prisoner, made his 
eseape by leaping into the river below. The 
jump, by which he was miracuously pre- 
served, became noted in history. He was 
thereafter known as “Louis the Springer,“ 
and from this brother of the then reigning 
King, Mr. springer’s descent is traced without 
en missing link—and back of “Louis the 
Springer,“ it runs in u roval line to Charle— 
magne and Egbert the Grand. 

This item is especially pleasing to us, of 
Cincinnati, because we have long thought 
there Was a prince among us, à prince with

THE POTOMAC FLOODS. 


Terrible Scenes of Devastation in and 
Around Washington. 


Washington Cor. to Cincinnati Commercial. 


The sight which' met our eyes 8 has 
never before been seen by those living. Penn - 
sylvania avenue navigated by boats; passen- 
gers sitting in street cars with their feet under 
them to keep out of the water; boats sailing 


earing on a small island; the Washington 

fonument rising out of blocks of ice and curl- 
ing waves. A Street car, full of people, was 
left floating at Ninth street. The horses swam 
out and the passengers were transferred by 
boat. The Pennsylvania depot is flooded. 
Washington Market is in a waste of waters; 
hucksters carried their produce out on the 
open streets, but many a Sunday dinner will 
be scant. 

One lady was found in an unaccountable 
Way, hanging tothe railroad track, and was 
rescued by a hand-car. The news came, 
“Long Bridge is gone.” Istarted out ina 
carriage to witness the impressive scene; Mr. 
McLaughlin, a resident of Washington for 
thirty years past, was our driver. He says 
that nothing approaching it has ever been 
known here in his time. The St. James was 
literally afloat; boats were ferrying from there 
across to the Depot, Sixth and the Avenue. 

The water was dashing over the sidewalks 
in front of the National Hotel, but had not yet 
covered the first floor. The sun came out 
brightly and the wind was blowing a perfect 
gale. Driving along the high ground back 
of Pennsylvania avenue, we reached the 
grounds back of the Presidential mansion. 
— this point the scene was wonderful,

ar out in the waters. The draw connecting it 
with either shore was gone, and ice was piled 
in glistening cones against the remaining 
spans, in one place reaching the top of 
the bridge. he crunching ice made 
a sound like the surf of the sea, and the 
high wind dashed the waves of the back water 
among the tree tops, causing an indescribably 
weird noise. We drove down to the brink of 
the water, just in front of General Green’s old 
mansion, whose grounds yesterday were in- 
closed with high walls, with massive gates 
and grand lodge-houses flanking them. Now 
the wall is washed away, and the old- 
fashioned house stands almost on the 
brink of tu grent lake, that 
has climbed through the syringa thickets, 

The historic hump-backed stone house 
standing near Gen. Green’s, and known as 
the oldest dwelling in Washington, is all sur- 
rounded by water. It is feared it will be a 
total wreck. It was a picturesque little place, 
with moss-grown gambrel roof, outside chim- 
neys and little dormer windows. It was the 
home of Burns, the Seotehman who once own- 
ed the tobacco field that Washington now cov- 
ers. In the low front room the contract was 
signed which was to convert the farm into the 
capital of America. Burns afterwards com- 

lained to Gen. Washington of the bargain. 

Vashington, tired of the complaints of the 
shrewd Scotchman, said sharply, It it hadn’t 
been for this trade, vou might have beena 
poor tobacco planter, instead of a rich man.“ 

“Well, well, mon,“ retorted he, “and like- 
wise ye might have been a mickle puir 
draughtsman, instead of arich siave owner, 
if ve had nue wedded the fair widow Cus- 
tiss.’ 

The view from the Burns House to-day was 
that of a great lake, its outer rim of ice reach- 
ing far out to the Virginia hills, with the 
broken Long Bridge—that historic old bridge 
that the troops crossed and recrossed in the 
campaigns of the late war—piled with ice. 

And the avenues between the monument 
und the garden, like the canals of Venice, 
gleaming in the sunlight, and the terraces and 
white splendor of the Capitol closing the vista 
eastwalvl. 

The Bureau of Engraving ix surrounded by 
water, and so rapidly was it rising that Col. 
lrish, the Superintendent, sent for all sorts 
of conveyances to get his employes home-- 
there were 600 of them, mostly ladies, fright- 
ened and crying many of them, shut off as 
they supposed themselves to be from their 
children and homes in the city.

Ford’s theater is abandoned, but at 
the old National, when Rip Van Winkle is 
sent out into the storm, and little Meenie 
looks around frightened in the strange gloom 
of the story of the fabled mountain, the words 
will have a thrilling meaning to us who hear, 
than even Jefferson ever gave to them before.

Mesmerism, or animal magnetism, as it ¥,. 
formerly called, first excited public notir 
about the middle of the last century, whe, 
several persons in different parts of Hurope 
conceived that men are sensible to its infty. 
ence. Maximilian Hell, Professor of Astryp. 
omy at Vienna, advised (1773) a Baden phy. 
sician of his acquaintance, Anton Mesmer 
whence the name, mesmerism—to fry if hyp 
could not cure disease with the magnet. The 
Doctor, pleased with the idea, experimente 
actively, and, finding that he could affect vort 
singularly a number of his patients, laid claim 
to the discovery of a new remedial agent. 
Many sufferers were healed; popular x. 
tention was aroused on the subject. and 
Mesmer gained wide fame. A controversy 
arose between him and Hell, the former de 
claring that he did not eure his patient. jy 
mineral but by animal magnetism, develope 
by his own body, and conducted to his py. 
tients with or without magnetism. The dis. 
pute waxed so fierce that Mesmer quitte/ 
Vienna for Paris, whence, as from the grey 
centre of literature and science, he proposed 
to proclaim his new doctrines to the inte 
lectual world. He caused great excitement 
there, became celebrated and gained many 
converts, particularly among the higher 
elasses. He published several works on bis 
favorite topie, and they were verv favorab! 
received. Although the French Government 
refused to grant him a certain chateau, wit) 
adjoining lands, asa rewaed for his discovy- 
ery, to be employed as a great healing 
institute, it offered him an annual pension 
of 20,000 livres. He declined the offer, ani 
complained of the nation’s ingratitude. II 
followers and friends, desiring to compensate 
him for what he had done, proposed to form 
classes Which he should Instruct in anime 
magnetism. By these classes he got 340, %% 
livres—nearly $70,000—a vast sum for such 
man in those days, and had among his pupil 
Lafayette, D’Espreneuil, Puysegur, and I. 
d Eslon, physician tothe King’s brother. The 
Government subsequently ordered the meii- 
cal faculty to investigate Mesmer’s theory,

How a St. Louis Stock Buyer was 
Robbed of Nearly $2,000. 


Mr. John F. Mullally, the livery man, has 
not received any furthertidings of his heavy 
loss. Mr. Charles Hogg, a buyer for Mr. Mul- 
lally, went down the Iron Mountain road 
about three weeks ago to purchase some 
horses, and while putting up at a house at 
Marquand, he Was robbed of nearly $2,000, 


two-thirds of which amount belonged to Mr. 
Mullally. Hogg was met by some men, who 


asked him to go into the country to look at 


some horses. Considering the large amount 
of money he had with him he refused to go, 
and about S o’clock that night returned to his 
lodging place. He went to his room, one of 
three onthe upper floor, and after locking 
the door securely he went to bed, putting the 
money ina pocket in bis drawers. He was 
tired and soon fell asleep. When he awoke 
next morning he had a severe headache, 
the money was gone and hisidrawers were ly- 
ing near the bed.

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Business Rivalry Prompts a Bloody 
Bout Between Butchers. 


Henry Kranning Fatally Knifed by John 
C. Schnaufer. 


There are blood-stains on the sawdust in 
Charles Wolf’s saloon at the corner of Third 
and Spruce streets. There is a butcher dying 
at the City Hospital, with a deep knife thrust 
in the back and another in the abdomen. 
There is another butcher in the Chestnut 
Street Station waiting to know what the Cor- 
oner’s jury will do when it 
becomes necessary to investigate the matter. 

John Capdeville keeps the X. L. Market on 
Third and Spruce streets, diagonally opposite 
the saloon. He does a large business and has 
half a dozen men in his employ. Up Third 
street, at No. 307, John C. Schnaufer has a 
meat market. There has been a good deal of 
bitter rivalry between them and from having 
been firm friends they have become enemies. 
Last night, between nine and ten o’clock, 
Sergeant Murray and Officers Heffer- 
nan and Dunn saw three men 
They halted them and wanted to know what 
was the matter. The reply was that in pass- 
ing a „ just above they had stop- 

ed to look in at the window, and that five 

utchers had rushed out at them. Immedi- 
ately afterwards the butchers èame along. 
Neither side had any chargés to prefer and the 
lice paid no further attention to the matter. 
ater in the night the officers learned that 


there had een a cutting affray at 
Wolt’s saloon, and when they 
attempted to investigate they 
discovered a disinclination to talk. This even 


extended to Henry Kranning, the man cut. 
Dr. Kier, who had been called in, said the 
man Was in a very dangerous condition. The 
stab in the back had gone into the eavity of 
the chest and in the immediate vicinity of the 
heart. The wound in the abdomen was a 
deep one likewise. Still, Kranning didn’t 
want to tell much about it. He is in the em- 
ploy of Capdeville. He is twenty-five years 
old and has a wife living at No. 115 South 
Tenth street. After the wounds were dressed 
an ambulance was called and Kranning was 
taken to the hospital. 

It was some time subsequent to the discov- 
ery of the wounded man that the officers 
learned Schnaufer was the man who had in- 
flicted the wounds. In the meantime they 
had met himin the neighborhood and had 
talked with him. Thev knew nothing of his 
connection with the affray and he said nothing 
about it. Later it was learned that the men 
from the rival markets had met in Wolf's sa- 
loon at 10:30. and that after a few hot words, 
Kranning, from the Capdeville crowd, had 
drawn his pistol and commenced firing. The 


police Say they were told that 
but two shots were fired. When 
the reporter visited the house this 


morning the habitues were pointing out holes 
enough in the walls and ceiling basement for 
at least four empty cartridges. However, it 
doesn’t matter much what the number of 
shots was. Schnaufer drew his knife in the 
course of the melee and used it. At the sight 
of the weapon the Capdeville crowd scattered, 
‘and when Schnaufer got through with Kran- 
ning he walked away. 

When the police went to look for Schnaufer 
he couldn’t be found. It appears, however, 
that he made no attempt at eseape, for Officer 
Collins found him still in the neighborhood at 
anearly hour this morning and took him 
to the Chestnut Street Station. His statement 
made there was that he acted simply in self- 
defense. Capdeville had been his friend, he 
Said, as long as he remainedin his employ; 
but when he took a stand in the neighborhood 
and began tocut in on his old employer’s 
business, then trouble began. Capdeville 
took a five year’s lease on the premises he, 
Schnaufer, rented, and the first use made of 
the lessee’s powers was to put the rival out. 
Schnaufer moved a few yards and started up 
again, and still continues in business. 

The best information that can be obtained 
makes it appear that Kranning fired before 
Schnaufer drew his knife. On this point all 
the criminal interest in the case turns. If 
Kranning dies. as he is expected to, there 
will undoubtedly be some tall swearing done 
on both sides. 

Schnauferſhas achieved algood deal of notori- 
ety during the past five or six years. He was 
in Capdeville’s employ when information 
reached the police that he was an escaped 
convict from the Louisiana penitentiary. He 
was under sentence for the burglary of a jew- 
elry house so the story went. At the request 
of the Louisiana authorities Schnaufer was sent 
to New Orleans and there through habeas 
corpus proceedings he was released. The ba- 
sis was an alibi. Capdeville tooka lively inter- 
est in the case and there were witnesses 
from St. Louis to swear they had known 
Schnaufer here during the period while the 
penitentiarv keepers swore he had beena 
convict. Schnauter came back and continued 
for some time in Capdeville’s market. He 
was recognized as a dangerous man to deal 
with. Inthe war ofthe butchers for posses- 
sionofa slaughter-house on Twentv-fourth 
and Morgan he led one side. Shots were ex- 


changed and their was a generai riot. A man 
named Schuchman stopped one of the 
bullets and nearly everybody had 


to have some biood washed away when hos- 
tilities were over. 

Some nine months ago Schnaufer and Cap- 
deville met on Third street near the Anzeiger 
office and exchanged some words. Capdeville 
had prepared bimself by slipping on brass 
knuckles and covering his hand with his 
handkerchief. When Capdeville thought he 
had received provocation enough he let loose 
in scientific style and fora time Schnaufer 
didn’t know what had hurt him. 

Last night’s tragic episode was the natural 
outgrowth of the bitter and belligerent rela- 
tions existing between the rival butchers. 
Schnaufer manifests no uneasiness as to the 
result. He has been in trouble too often to 
lose his head. 

Capdeville manne long enough in his work 

of plving the clever and earving knife this 
morning to say that Schnaufer would be put 
through for last night’s work. ‘‘I have the 
papers up stairs,“ he remarked, “which will 
show that Schnaufer is really an escaped con- 
vict as well as a murderer.’? 
The most that can be made of the affair, 
from the best information attainable, is a case 
of manslaughter, and it is even doubtful that 
Schnaufer will ever be convicted. 


A Widow’s Claim. 
The attention of Judge Lindley and a jury 
is given to-day to the damage suit of C. Groll. 
a widow, against George F. Tower. The 


plaintiff’s husband lost his life in the service 
of defendant, the proprietor of the Poplar 
street Soup and Candle Works. He was en- 
gaged as assistant to the sub-engineer, 
and fell from a platform 
between u cistern and a tank of melting stear- 
ine. The platform supporting two ladders 
used for cleaning purposes gave way and in- 
juries were received resulting in death. It is 
alleged that the appliances were in a rotten 
condition and the platform unfit for use.

COMMUTERS IN COUNCIL. 


A Warfare Inaugurated with the Mis- 
: souri Pacific. 

The Commuters,who are fighting the change 
of rates on the Missouri Pacifie,met this after- 
noon at the room of the Mechanics’ Exchange. 
The principal grievance is the step taken by 
the road on the first of February in issuing 
monthly tickets good for fifty-four rides. The 
Commuters claim that it is impossible for 
any patron of the road to ride 
out this ticketin the time specified, and that 
in most cases they will be not more than half 
used during a month. 

Mr. Sylvester Watts, of Webster, was made 
chairman of the meeting, and J. L. Watkins, 

‘retary. 

I Chas. W. Murtfeldt said that the first 
attempt made should be in the direction of 
reconciliation, and he introduced a series of 
resolutions, stating the great trouble and 
loss that would be entailed on all residents of 
the sububs by the charge in rates proposed, 


and especially the selling of a monthl 
ticket of fifty-four rides whic 
must be use within the month. 


The document asked that the road restore the 
W- ride ticket previously used upon the line, 
or that a regular yearly-rate 
of $75 per annum be guaranteed to the com- 
muters. The resolutions concluded by asking 
the road to promise that these rates be not 


changed. 
Mr. R. 8. Elliott said that 
the new change was a death blow 


to Kirkwook and the suburbs. 

Mr. S. W. Dooley thought that the day of 
compromise with the Missouri Pacific was 
The commuters had to take the bull by 
the horns. To endeavor to conciliate Mr.

There would not be the slightest 
trouble about passing the bill, which would 
put the suburban residents out of the hands 
ofthe railroads and away from all persecu- 
tion. Mr. George Campbell wanted to know 
whether if the bill were passed, the railroad 
could not take off all accomodation trains, and 
on Mr. Chandleranswering that the road 
would not dare to do so, or he would pledge 
himself to have the charter taken away, Mr. 
Campbell asked to have his name put down 
for a $25 subscription to the proposed fund. 


The chair appointed Messrs. Geo. Campbell, 
John G. Chandler and Chas. Knight to take up 
the necessary subscriptions. Mr. Sher- 
man Spencer introduced a series 
of resolutions looking towards gen- 
eral legislation to protect passengers. 


Mr. Droley suggested steps be taken to get 
the Council Committee on Railrads to see that 
the new Forest Park and Carondelet road be 
required to lay its tracks as far as Chelten- 


ham. The suggestion was accepted and 
steps were taken to have the 
matter brought before the committee. 


Subscriptions will be collected and steps taken 
to have the proposed legislation attended to 
forthwith. The meeting to-day was largely 
attended and all the gentlemen are in favor of 
of all fight and no compromise. Messrs. M. 
W. Leet, J. G. Chandler and C. W. Simmons 
were appointed a committee to forma perma- 
nent commuter’s organization which will 
direct all measures. 

Messrs. Henry T. Mudd, Silas W. Dooley 
and J. G. Chandler were appointed as a com- 
mittee to visit the legislature and fJoush the 
bill through. 


THE LAW ON DURESS. 


Construed by the Appellate Court in 
the Buchanan Case. 


The Court of Appeals to-day affirmed the 
judgment of the Court below, in the case of 
Alexander S. Buchanan vs. Sahlein, Singer & 
Co. The petition in this case stated that 
Sablein, Singer & Co. conspired for the pur- 
pose ofinjuring plaintiff, a former salesman, by 
extorting money and property from him by 
false and fraudulent pretenses. It was al- 
leged that they inveigled him into the back 
office of Glover & Shepley; locked the door so 
that he could not escape, and with the intent 
of extorting money from him charged that he 
had been stealing from the firm; that they had 
full proof of bis guilt and threatened to 
arrest and imprison him if he did 
not pay over 810,000. Plaintiff, an old gentle- 
man, frantic with fear, alleged that he did pay 
over bonds to the amount of $5,000 and exe- 
cuted his note for $5,000 secured by a deed of 


trust on real estate. The plaintiff subse- 
quentiv instituted a damage suit and 
efendants demurred which was sus- 
tained by the Circuit Court. The 


Court of Appeals affrming the lower court 
thinks that the petition did not set forth facts 
to constitute a cause of action. They neither 
support an action for damages for a wrong, 
nor an action of assumpsit for money had and 
received. The payment giving due weight to 


the allegations was not made under any 
duress which is recognized by 
the law. It was therefore voluntary in a 


legal sense andthe transaction between the 
purties is closed. All the judges concur in 
the aftirmance. The court does not think 
thatathreat of prosecution addressed toa 
man conscious of innocence was such a threat 
as would induce in a man of ordinary firmness 
an overwhelming fear of immediate imprison- 
ment. An attempt to collect a private claim 
by resort to a criminal proceeding is undoubt- 
edly specially odious, and the compounding of 


afelony is a crime against society. But it 
does not follow that a threat of ecrim- 
inal proceedings constitutes duress 
er minas. There was no arrest. 


The facts set forth in the petition make out a 
case of what is colloquially called“blackmail.” 
But money paid under the influence of 
threats, such as those set forth, must be re- 
garded as a voluntary payment. When a per- 
son knows that a claim made upon him is un- 
ust, fraudulent, or illegal, the law requires 

im to resistit, and if he pays it he cannot re- 
cover it back.

THE WRIT DENIED. 


Judge Laughlin Will Not Be Inter- 
ferred With in the Kring Con- 
tempt Case, 


And Lawyer Presley Jones May Be Pan- 
ished if the Court Thinks 
Proper. 


The Court of Appeals rendered a decision 
this morning denying the writ of prohibition 
in the Jones-Laughlin case. This was an 
application to restrain Judge Laughlin from 
proceeding to disbar the relator. The opin- 
ion is written by Judge Bakewell, who says: 
The right to punish for contempt 
and the right to disbar attorneys 


have from their earliest times been entrusted 
to the Courts and by the rules and practice of 
common law Courts it rests exclusively with 
the Court to determine who is qualified to 
continue one of its officers as an attorney and 
counsellor of the Court,and for what cause he 
ought to be removed, the  pow- 
er being regulated, however, by 
sound and just judicial discretion 
guarding the rights and independence of the 
Bar as well as the dignity and authority of the 
court. The attorney holds office during good 
behavior and can only be deprived of it for 
misconduct ascertained and declared by the 
judgment of the court after opportunity 
to be heard has been afforde 
him. But the admission or exclusion 
of attorneys is the exercise of judicial power 
which in the absence of any statutory limita- 
tion must be held to be possessed by the Cir- 
euit Courts of this State. The St. Louis 
Criminal Court has all the original and ap- 
pellate jurisdiction in criminal cases vested in 
the several Circuit Courts of-te State. There 
is nothing whatever in the act creating 
that court or in any subsequent act 
specially relating to it which can be held in 
any way toimpair or limit its jurisdiction to 
punish or to disbar attorneys. 

The righttoremove attorneys for miscon- 
duct being necessarily incident to all 
common law Courts of general jurisdiction is 
not derived from the Legislature. Where 
there is a statute onthe subject Courts may 
disbar for causes not specified in the statute, 
which: is not to be construed as an enabling 
act nor as restricting the genera! power of the 
court over its officers. Where the statute has 
been held to restrict the power of the jiidicia- 
ry as to the punishment and disbar- 
ment of attorneys, it will be found 
that the labguage of the statute is such as 
to leave noroom for construction as in Kare 
vs. Haywood, where the statute goes on with 
the manifest intention to restrict the power of 
the judiciary just as far as the constitution of 
North Carolina permits the general assembly 
to do so. The Missouri statute provides that 
any attorney who shall be guilty of any felony 
or infamous conduct or improperly 
retaining his client’s money, or of any mal- 

ractice, deceit or misdemeanor in his pro- 

essional capacity,may be removed or suspen- 
ded from practice upon charges exhibited and 
roceedings thereon had. Such charges may 
ve exhibited and proceedings had thereon in 
the Supreme Court, the Court of Appeals, or 
the Circuit Court of the county in which the 
offense shall have been committed or the 
naecused resides. The trial where the facts 
charged are not indictable shall be by the 
court: thatthe court shall pronounce sen- 
tence of removal or suspension aceording to 
the facts. There is no necessary connection 
between it contempt of court 
and mal-practice. An attorney 
should be removed in many cases 
where there has been no contempt. It is 
monstrous to say for instance that one whose 
character for truth and veracity is so utterly 
gone that no one would believe him under 
oath, should remain an officer of a Court of 
record, having special access to its files, and 
great facilities for obstructing the Court and 
deceiving it. — I. Michigan, 392. Yet such one 
mav never be’cuilty of a contempt of court, 
and if he were, the public and the court are 
not protected by a punishment which is by 
statute limited to a tine of $0 and ten days’ 
imprisonment for each offense. The statute’s 
object seems to have been the protection 
of suitors and of the reneral 
public. Its object is the purification 
of the * Nothing is better settled 
than that without statutory provision and 
in the absence of any express prohibition the 
right to determine who shall appear before it 
in the capacity of attorneys is incidéntal to 
every court of common law powers; that it is 
necessary to the preservation of the respecta- 
hilitv of the profession and of 
that respect for the judiciary whichis essen- 
tial to the preservation of the rights of per- 
sons and of property. The power to disbar a 
person ought to be exercised with the great- 
est caution. The power should only be ex- 
ercised where the delinquent has shown Him- 
self to be utterly unfit to be a. mem- 
ber of the profession. If the 
St. Louis Criminal Court has jurisdiction to 
disbar, the Appellate Court cannot in this ap- 
plication examine the grounds for the exercise 
of its jurisdiction. If the Court whose action 
is complained of acts within its jurisdiction, 
the writ will not lie, however erroneous may 
be the action which the superintending 
tribunal is asked to prohibit. (45 Mo. 283.) 

The Appellate Court is compelled to deny 
the peremptory writ of prohibition, all the 
judges concurring in this decision.

CAPTAIN LEE’S CONDITION. 


A Sunstroke the Original Cause of the 
Malady. 

Capt. William Lee’s mental trouble dates 
back to an injury received ten vears ago, a 
fact not generally known. He participated in 
a grand Masonic demonstration at St. Charles. 
It was mid-summer, the first week in July. 
In addition to wearing the heavy uniform of 
the Knights Templar, the Captain carried the 
heavy colors of his commandery. The pro- 
cession marched up and down the St. Charles 
streets until the color-bearer dropped pros- 
trate under a coup de soleil. The treatment 
of sunstroke had not attained 
the scientific course Since adopted. 
Capt. Lee, entirely unconscious, was carried 
into a drug store and experimented upon. He 
was finally brought to sensibility of the most 
acute kind by the liberal use of hartshorn. 
From that day he never recovered entirely 
from the effects of the sunstroke. A few days 
after returning to St. Louis he said to an in- 
timate friend: Something is wrong with my 
head. I’m afraid I'm going to have trouble.“ 
He complained that at times he would seem 
to lose all power of mental concentration; 
memory would fail utterly for a few minutes. 
Since that time Lee has never been the same 
man he was. At times he regained good 
health and felt well enough, but under the 
influence of extraordinary nervous excitement 
the weakness would show itself. 

In his conduct at the asylum the Captain is 
rational save as regards police matters. He 
clingsto his strange hallucination on that’ 
score, and still thinks he has a million dollars 
in the Boatmen’s Bank.

THE STATE TREASURY. 


Col. Elijah Gates Squares His Ac- 
counts to the Last Dollar. 


A Seratch of the Trustee’s Pen Will Place 
the Money to the State’s Credit. 


Col. Elijah Gates came down from Jefferson 
City this morning. To a PostT-DISPATCH re- 
porter he said that there was really nothing 
about the State treasury matter which could 
be called news. ; 

“The bills,“ he continued, chatting pleas- 
antly about the matter, have been passed 
and signed as you know. Nothing remains, 
but for Mr. Burnham, the President of the 
Bank of Commerce, to transfer the money 
which he holds as trustee to the State's ac- 
count.” 

„And that is merely a scratch of the pen.” 

„That is all.“ 

There is no hiteh 
final settlement?“ 

„None Whatever, that I know of.“ 

Was your presence necessary forthe tr 
fer of the money to the State’s credit?” 

“Oh, no; after the bills went into effect it 
rested entirely with the trustee, by the terms 
of the arrangement, to make the transfer. 
That is, for the limit of thirtv davs, which the 
bills allowed after taking effect.” 

Do vou think advantage of the time will 
be taken to delay the payment of the money 
to the State any longer?“ 

„No, sir, I do not. It is possible Mr. Burn- 
ham may have already passed it to the State’s 
credit. There was nothing to hinder. I am 
down herg not specially on this business, but 
shall visitthe bank and shall be able to. say 
positively whether the credit has been given 
the State.” 

Col. Gates spoke freely of the settlement as 
Virtually effected and the impression 
eonveyed Was that he looked upon 
the transfer of the funds as a mere matter 
of form now on the part of the trustee. All 
the provisions have been fulfilled, the money 
isin Mr. Burnham’s hands as trustee, and 
when the POstT-DISPATCH is read this after- 
noon it may be taken as a settled fact that Col. 
Gates has discharged tothe last letter the 
trust committed to him four years ago as 
treasurer ofthe Commonwealth. Ithas been 
a trying period for Col. Gates, and through it 
all, those who knew hls mettle best 
always insisted that he would go out 
of office with his accounts squared to the last 
dollar. He says even when it looked darkest 
he never permitted himself to contemplate 
anv other result. 

Enquiry at the Bank of Commerce this 
afternoon shows that the money had not been 
paid over. The transaction was somewhat 
delayed by Mr. Burnham's illness, that but 
the transfer will be made in a day or two.
